Is there any- 
thing more precious thin the child, 
whether viewed from the, point of view 
of the family or the jtatef Is not his 
training a thing of pre-eminent Import- 
ance? And yet we are willing to.pay to 
his teacher a salary tar less than is paid 
in many oases to the keeper of our horses, 
or to the keeper if oar cattle. Who can- 
not see the utter absurdity of this? The 
teacher, everything being considered, 
should be, and in many cases is, the equal 
ol the man or woman who enters into any 
other professional life. 
Shali we stultify 


ourselves by continuing to pay the teach- 
er at a rate which places on him or her 
the brand of Intellectual weakness for 
having accepted a position which prom- 
ises iti o wapant so little profit of advan- 
tage. The time has come when prepara- 
tion for teaching even In the grades re- 
quire* a preparation and a proBolenoy 
equal to that demanded by any other pro- 
fession. These requirements have grad- 
ually heei increased until today in many 
quarters only those possessed of a vigor- 
ous physical constitution, strong and un- 
tiring pn'poM, and in addition a consid- 
erable nun of money, are able to secure 
the preparation called for. Is it justice 
to those who have pursued the laborious 
coarse of preparation that in the end 
they should find themselves limited to a 
salary so small as to seem pitiful in view 
of the hardship undergone and the ti- 
peaie which baa been incurred?

Two Contrasted Speeches. 


It happened in the course ot giving the 


current news that the speech of Secretary 
Hay.at the fiftieth anniversary of the birth 
of the Republican party, and the speech 
of Congressman Williams of Mississippi, 
as temporary chairman of the Democratic 
national convention, were published on the 
same day. Both deserve a careful reading 
by students of American politics. A search 
Ing comparison will inevitably be made 
by all who intelligently examine the two 
addresses. They come from prominent 
representatives of the fwo leading parties 
of the country and from men who, what- 
ever may be their distinctive personal 
quallBctions, are well versed in the polit- 
ical purposes of their time. Secretary 
Hay speaks of the achievements of the 
Republican party since 1861, for most of 
which period it has been in power. Mr. 
Williams' speech is singularly different 
in tone as well as in Its keynote of dis- 
content with the national history that 
has been shaped by the Republican 
party, to whose liands all departments of 
the government have been intrusted, 
and whose record is BO impressively 
good that Mr. Bay's task would have in- 
spired eloquence in an orator far less 
able tlian he is conceded to be. 
• Mr. Williams can not deny the prosper- 
ity identified with Republican adminis- 
trations, but tries to find a Democratic 
reason for it. Be is tearful of damage 
to a "white man's government"; de- 
nounces a tariff that paid the expenses 
of the Spanish war and $50,000,000 for 
the isthmian canal, with $125,000,000 as 
a surplus, and under which onr exports 
of manufactured articles liave mounted 
to the highest point; defends the nulli- 
fication tliat denies to the negro, on ac- 
count of liis color, the right to vote; ac- 
cuses this government ot an attempt to 
force an alien civilization upon the 
brown man in the brown man's country, 
and accuses the Republicans of "starv- 
ing home development in order to feed 
the schoolboy appetite of national pre&- 
tige and mere display of strength." 
This talk is but little better than the 
jardon of embittered defeat, at a loss 
of anything better to place against the 
long -continued and increasing condem- 
nation-of the people. 
J Secretary Hay has a totully different 
theme und basis for review. The Re- 
publican party, he says, "is only now in 
the full maturity of its power and Its 
capacity for good." The past is full of 
high accomplishment, the present speaas 
for Itself, and the future of this nation, 
above everything, needs the principles

future

ers of the State, Mr Meehan said 


'From our investigations we found 


that to remove the cause of some of the 
pollution of streams and river that whole 
business interests of some comunitiee 
woujd have to be renjoved. it is not the 
depaitment's attitude to destroy indus- 
tries, but we hold that industries must 
not destroy the fish Our new bill has 
met with the approval ot manufacturers 
of and ail of the legislators to whom it 
has been presented 
In brief it provides 


that no new indjetnes are to be permit- 
ted to cause pollulisn of the waters of 
Pennsylvania and that where such pollu- 
tion exists it may be abolished by the 
State Board of Health at the expense 
jointly of tbe State and tlie manufactur- 
er affected "
